Musicians' Union Chief 


Released From Court

Chicago, Dec. 2—(AP)—Federal 


Judge Walter J. La Buy today 
dismissed government charges of 
violating the Lea act filed against 
James C. Petrillo, holding that the 
act is unconstitutional. 


Petrillo, president of the AFL 


American Federation of Musicians, 
had been accused of violating the 
Lea act by calling a strike at a 
Chicago radio station in support 
of a demand for hiring additional 
musicians whom the station con- 
tended were unnecessary. 


The Lea act was passed by con- 


gress to prohibit compelling or 
attempting to compel broadcasters 
from hiring more employes than 
are "needed to perform actual 
services." 


Signed By Truman 


The Lea act was 
signed 
by 


President Truman April 26. 
It 


developed from an orginal attempt 
by Senator Vandenberg (R-Mich; 
to override a Petrillo ban against 
broadcast of a students' music fes- 
tival at Interlochen, Mich. 


Petrillo contended the program 


took jobs from professional mu- 
sicians. 


The AFL union leader initiated 


his challenge of the constitution- 
ality of the Lea act May 28 by 
calling a strike of three record li- 
brarians at radio station WAAF, 
after the station had refused to 
hire additional librarians. 


In calling the walkout, Petrillo 


said he knew his action was "con- 
trary to the rstrictions of the Lea 
bill" but that he had been advised 
by legal counsel that the bill was 
unconstitutional.

London, Dec. 2—(AP)—An un- 


expected new publicity buildup for 
Soviet foreign minister Vyacheslav 
M. Molotov in the government- 
controlled Russian press set ton- 
gues wagging throughout Europe 
today in the popular game of try- 
ing to pick prime minister Stalin's 
successor. 


Many diplomats and others who 


had not "regarded Molotov as the 
most likely candidate were inclin- 
ed to guess again after Moscow 
newspapers, reporting 
the 
56- 


year-old Russian diplomat's elec- 
:ion as an honorary member of the 
Soviet academy of science, laud- 
ed him lengthily as Stalin's clos- 
est assistant. 


This almost unprecedented sing- 


ing- out of a Stalin deputy for 
public praise came less than a' 
nonth after Stalin, 67 years old 
and by some accounts in poor 
health, failed for the second con- 
secutive year to take part in the 
recent nationwide celebration of 
the Russian revolution anniver- 
sary. 


Molotov, undoubtedly the Rus- 


sian leader best known to the 
western worldly virtue of his 
prominence in big power delibera- 
tions at London, Paris and New 
York, has been a life-long work- 
er for the communist party and 
is one 'of eight vice chairjnen of 
Russia's council of ministers, of 
which Stalin is chairman.
